Applicant's response filed 12/1/2006 has been fully considered but is not persuasive. 

Specifically, applicant argues that the data in the specification as originally filed is 
statistically commensurate in scope with the claimed invention. 

In response, note that only 3 carbons blacks are exemplified and it is still not clear how 
these 3 carbon blacks can be commensurate in scope with the claimed invention. In particular, 
Regal 90 (N 2 SA = 23 m 2 /g and DBP = 33 cmVlOO g), Regal 90 (N 2 SA = 23 m 2 /g and DBP = 32 
cmVlOO g), and N-990 (N 2 SA =7 m 2 /g and DBP = 42 cm 3 /100g) are exemplified which are not 
commensurate in scope with the claimed carbon black which has N 2 SA < 30 m 2 /g and DBP < 80 
cmVlOO g. Furthermore, the exemplified amounts of carbon black are only as high as 120 phr. 
Given that the amount of carbon black significantly affects the properties as shown by Tables 5 
and 6, applicant cannot establish a statistically commensurate scope of up to 200 phr carbon 
black. Finally, only two types of polybutene oil (Parapol™ 1300 and 2400) are exemplified 
which have Mn (1300 and 2350, respectively) and viscosity at 100°C (630 cSt and 3200 cSt, 
respectively) which are not commensurate in scope with the claimed polybutene oil of Mn > 400 
and viscosity at 100°C of 10-6000 cSt. Case law holds that evidence is insufficient to rebut a 
prima facie case if not commensurate in scope with the claimed invention. In re Grasselli, 
713 F.2d 731, 741, 218 USPQ 769, 777 (Fed. Cir. 1983).
